THE SA.no.4N TURMOIL. 


Interesting Outline of Conditions Up to 


tlie Time Consul Ro*e Left There. 


Washington, July 15.—A brief talk on 


Samoan affairs occurred between Presi- 
dent McKiniey and Consul General Rose 
yesterday, an3 hopes were expressed on 
both sides that the causes of recent fric- 
tion had disappeared. Herr Rose after- 
ward gave a representative of the press 
an interesting outline of the conditions 
ujf to the time he left Samoa. 


"Prior to the arrival of the Samoan 


commission," said he, "an armistice had 
been arragned with the native forces. 
Mataafa and his men were back of a 
line sweeping around the city of Apia 
and extending from the town of Falenta 
to Lantii. 
The Mataafa forces num- 


bered about 2500 men. 
Tanu and his 


men occupied the peninsula Jutting out 
from the mainland, near Apia. They 
numbered about 2000 men. 
Both forces 


were fairly well armed, but the Tanu 
men had in addition to their old arms 
about 700 modern rifles, furnished by the 
British ships at the time of the con- 
nict. 


"The commissioners first turned their 


attention to disarming the native forces. 
As soon as they arrived, Mataafa sent" 
a letter of greeting, and said that he 
would abide by any decision they might 
make. 
The. commission then rave a 


hearing on board th« Badger to each 
of the claimants 
fc? the kingship. 


Mataafa was heard one day and Tanu 
another. 
They were addressed, not as 


kings, but simply sir. 
As senior mem- 


ber of the body, the American com- 
missioner, Mr. Tripp, asked some very 
direct questions of Mataafa and Tanu. 
He wanted to know if they were ready to 
give their support to the commission 
even if it determined to deny the right 
of one or the other of them to the king- 
ship, or to abolish the kingship entirely. 
Serious as these questions were to the 
two claimants, they promised to support 
the commission ia whatever action was 
taken. 


"Some days later the Badger went 


along the coast to Malie, where Mat- 
aafa's headquarters were. 
The natlye 


chiefs came alongside 
and a formal 


surrender of 1875 guns was made to the 
commission. 
Mataafa and hl« chiefs 


came aboard the ship and were enter- 
tained at a dinner. 


"The Tanu party followed with the 


surrender of their arms a few days later, 
for while the decision of the commission 
had upheld Tanu, it was felt to be 
in the. interest of all concerned that 
the native kingship should be brought 
to an end, and that an administration 
by white men, at least o»er those lo- 
calities where white interests are great- 
est, should be brought about. 
Tanu 


yielded to this decision, but for a time 
there was some prospect of trouble, as 
the royal flags were kept (lying over the 
Tanu headquarters, despifa the fact that 
he had surrendered the kingship. This 
was a source of irritation to the Mataafa 
people, who considered It contrary to the 
understanding arrived at. 


"Since arriving In this country, how- 


ever, I understand that this source of 
difficulty has been removed, and that 
the Tanu nag Is withdrawn and his 
forces'dispersed. 
The Mataafa people 


have also gone back to the Interior. 


RIOTING MARINES 


PRACTICE INDIGNITIES 


Cherbourg, July 15—The town was 


occupied last night by the military as 
the result of disorders after the na- 
tional fete. The marines attempted to 
destroy the decorations and maltreated 
the police. Mounted gendarmes and 
troops restored order. 
Sixty arrests 


were made. Later the marines sur- 
rounded the station, demaded the re- 
lease of prisoners and broke the win- 
dows. The rioters attempted to pro- 
voke the infantry with insulting cries. 
Many were wounded during the riot- 
ing. 
The Marines among other ex- 


cesses, stripped a woman naked in the 
middle of the street, in spite of the 
efforts of the populace to rescue her.

The two 
large American companies', the British, 
business interests and the smaller Ger- 
man concerns also approved the plan." 


Herr Rose did not wish to discuss the 


future government of the islands, aa 
this might anticipate the report of the 
commission. 
He has no doubt, how- 


ever, that the essential principle will be 
the white man's administration in'placa 
of the native kingship, «ertainly for 
those parts where foreign Interests pre- 
Dominate, while at the same time the 
natives will be given proper considera- 
tion in the direction of affairs in the In- 
terior of the Island. 
Herr Rose ex- 


pressed the hope that his visit here would 
help disarm any feeling which had 
arisen.

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FOR SOUP. 


There appeared recently in these col- 


umns a dissertation upon soups for hot 
weather. Directions were given for 
making those vhfc?h would mo=t tempt 
the appetite and least strain the diges- 
tion during the heated term. 


As the torrid days continue, however, 


our stomachs Joathe even this modicum 
•f broths. Iced Bouillon we can endure, 
but we feel that the hot soup's period of 
usefulness is at an end for the present. 
Even if hlg-hly seasoned, it seems to 
clog instead of st' nulate the jaded ap- 
petite, and if we 1- ve begun a meal with 
soup, we feel that we desire nothing be- 
sides. 


Now is the time, then, to seek for sub- 


stitutes for soup. These must be some- 
thing stimulating and not "filling." 
Fruit will not answer, for that, if eaten 
with sugar, takes the zest from the 
appetite, and we are looking for some- 
thing to give it an edge. The savoury is 
the thing, and although such titles as 
canapes, croutons, or bouchees may 
sound rather alarming, the dishes them- 
selves are really less trouble to prepare 
than most soups. Their very appearance 
is appetizing, if they are well made and 
prettily served on a. white napkin, and 
surrounded by crisp parsley pr cress, or 
garnished with nasturtium leaves and 
blossoms. 


The Savoury must not be served in 


large quantities, as that defeats the end 
for which it was designed. It is not 
Intended to satisfy the appetite, but to 
stimulate it to the point where one will 
be able, with some enjoyment, to eat 
the hot reast or boiled that seems in- 
evitable even in tropical weather. All 
dietitians, 
except 
vegetarians, are 


agreed that to keep up the strength of 
the worker a certain amount of meat 
must be eaten, and that it is more read- 
ily digested hot than cold. 


So the roast of beef or of lamb or of 


veal makes its appearance accompanied 
by a stimulus to the palate in the shape 
of horse-radish or mint or curry sauce. 
Even with these its consumption is often 
more or less of an effort. The effort will 
need to be less strenuous, however, and 
the task of eating will be lightened if a 
sharp or -savoury appetizer has pre- 
ceded the piece de resistance. 


OYSTER COCKTAILS. 


For six of these provide thirty small 


oysters. Make a sauce by mixing to- 
gether a tablespoonful each of lemon- 
juice and tomato catsup, ateaspoonful of 
horseradish, a pinch each of salt and 
cayenne pepper, and six drops of Tobas- 
co sauce. Have all very cold, and tha 
cocktail or claret glasses thoroughly 
chilled before you put five oysters in each 
and divide? the sauce equally between 
them. Lay'' a slice of lemon in each, on 
top of the cocktail. 


ANCHOVY CROUTONS. 


Cut white bread into three-inch tri- 


angles, and fry them in butter to a 
pale brown. Drain, and spread each 
lightly with anchovy pa.ste, and on this 


i lay a slice of tomato. Dust with salt 
and ipepper.and serve cold. 


BOUCHEES DE JAMBON. 


Make a French dressing by mixing a 


half-teaspoonful of salt, a saltspoonful 
of pepper, three tablespoonfuls of salad 
oil, and one tablespoonful of vinegar. 
When this is well blended, dip into it 
crisp lettuce leaves. Lay them on a plate 
and place on each a very thin slice of 
cold boiled ham. 


MUSHROOMS ON TOAST. 


Peel and. broil fresh mushrooms, 


spread them with butter, dust with salt 
and pepper, and serve them on rounds of 
toast. Or you may cut the mushrooms 
in quarters, put them in a double-boiler 
with a tablespoonful of butter and cook 
until tender. They may then be sea- 
soned to taste and poured, sauce and all, 
on rounds or triangles of crustless toast. 


CASIARE BARS. 


Cut bread into strips, toast it lightly, 


butter it and spread discreetly with ca- 
siare, which you have beaten light with 
a. tablespoonful of lemon-juice and two 
tablespoonfuls of salad oil. Dust with 
cayenne pepper, and> serve. 


Anchovy barstmay be made in the same 


way, spreading the toast first with but- 
ter and then with'anchovy paste. 


CANAPES OF SARDINES. 


Cut thin bread into crescents or tsf- 


angles. The crescent is the true canape 
shape. Toast the bread. Flake sar- 
dines fine with a fork, work into them a 
teaspoonful of melted butter, a tea- 
sponful 
of lemon-juice, a, pinch of 


salt and four or five drops of Tobasco 
sauce. Spread the toast first with but- 
ter, then with the sardine mixture, place 
on a tin plate, cover, and set in the oven 
until very hot. 


, 
G-RIiLED SARDINES. 


Cut as many strips of bread as you 


have sardines, making each piece a little 
longer and broader than the fish. Toast 
or fry these. Roll your sardines in egg 
and then in very fine cracker crumbs, 
and fry to a light brown in deep fat. 
Lay a sardine on each atrip of toast and 
garnish with lemon and narsley.

CAPE COD STEW. 


Take fresh beef flank and cut into 


pieces about four inches square; put rm 
to cook in a little cold water with salt, 
and one good-sized onion, sliced care 
being taken not to burn, as it must bnii 
three or four hours. Then cut a turnip 
in slices and' parsnips whole, if liked. 
Allow about; one hour for them; after 
they have been cooking about half an 
hour pare some potatoes and cut through 
once, and put in, and, after cooking about 
ten minutes, put dumplings on top, made 
of one pint of flour, a pinch of salt, and 
,a<3d two teaspoonfuls yeast powder; 
mix soft with cold water; cook twenty 
minutes; take up on separate dishes and 
thicken the gravy with flour or corn- 
starch. Serve in a gravy boat. 


CHOUX A LA C'REMB. 


Four ounces of butter, one teacupful 


of sifted Hour, one teacup of water, four 
eggs, a pinch of salt, and a small pinch 
•»f soda. 
Put the cup of water in a 


•aucapan to boil, when it boils put !n the 
cutter, just as it starts to boil again put 
in all the flour and sdk well until it forms 
a smooth velvety lump; let this get cold, 
then beat in the eggs, one by one, with 
the salt and socia; beat this thoroughly, 
liave a baking pan well greased, and 
with a dessert spoon drop in pieces of the 
dough; they* must not touch; leave space 
for them to rise; it takes a half hour 
for them to bake; after they are cold cut 
with a pair of scissors a slit on the sides 
of each one. then with after-dinner cof- 
fee spoon, fill each cup with the follow- 
ing custard: 
One pint of milk, four 


tablespoonfuls of sifted flour, a teacup- 
ful of sugar and three eggs. Beat the 
eggs lightly, then add the sugar, then 
the flour, let the milk boil well in a dou- 
ble boiler; when boiled take it off the 
fire, pour it on the mixture, being care- 
ful not to let it lump, then pour all of 
it into the boiler, and stir it well until it 
thickens and has no lumps in it; should 
it be lumpy strain it through a sifter. 
Flavor with a teaspoonful of vanilla. 


DEVONSHIRE CAKE. 


Place three pounds of flour into an 


earthenware pan and rub well into it 
three-quarters of a pound of clotted 
cream, or the same quantity of butter 
beaten to a cream. Add three-quarters 
of a pound moist sugar, one pound raisins 
or currants, one-quarter of a pound 
finely-cut lemon peel and a grated nut- 
meg. Beat up two eggs and add them to 
the mixture, with a pint of milk and one- 
half a drachm of saffron steeped in boil- 
ing water an$ one-quarter of a pint fresh 
yeast. The milk should be only mod- 
erately warm; if too hot the cake will 
be heavy. Mix all together and_cover 
until next morning, when it will be 
ready to put into tins containing about 
one and one-half pounds. Bake in a 
quick oven for one and one-half hours. 


MACARONI A LA LYONNAISE. 


Into a good-sized kettle of boiling 


water put one teaspoonful of salt and six 
ounces of macaroni broken in small 
bits. Boil until tender, drain and wash 
in fresh water. Drain again and cut in 
inch lengths. Break into small pieces a 
dozen fresh or canned mushrooms and 
stew them for 10 or 15 minutes in one- 
half a cupful of milk. Put through a 
sieve one cupful of thick stewed tomato 
and season with salt and pepper. Butter 
a baking -dish, put into it a layer ctf 
macaroni, then a little of the tomato, 
mushrooms and a sprinkle of grated 
cheese. Fill up the dish in this order, 
seasoning well. Bake 20 minutes in a 
hot oven. 


HASHED BROWN POTATOES. 


Chop coarsely four large cold' boiled 


potatoes, and season them highly with 
salt and pepper. Heat two tablespoon- 
fuls of butter in a large pan, turn in the 
potatoes and press them down with a 
knife. Draw to the side of fire and' turn 
the pan occasionally that they may 
brown evenly on the bottom. In about 
twenty minutes they should be nicely 
colored and crusted into a thick sheet. 
Roll slowly and carefully and serve on a 
hot platter. 


FRESH WATER FISH CHOWDER. 
Put the fish in a muslin bag and boil 


ontil done. Remove from the water; 
put potatoes and onions into the water 
the fish was boiled in, and cook until 
tender. Then add milk, and let it-just 
come to a boil- Take the fish from the 
bag, remove all the bones possible, a.nd 
put'into the kettle, let boil up once, sea- 
son and serve. 


BUNS. 


Make a batter of one-half a yeast cake, 


one cup water, one-half cup sugar; let 
it rise over night; in the morning add 
one-half cup sugar, a small cup melted 
butter, one egg, and flour enough to 
knead the same as raised bread. Let this 
rise again, then make into small cakes, 
and rise again. Bake when they are 
raised very light.- 


CUSTARD PIE. 


Four eggs, one quart milk, a little salt, 


and one-half cup sugar. Bake with one, 
crust only.

THE INTEREST IN CHINA. 


A'lthough it Is a dally occurrence to 


read of American manufacturers enter- 
ing English markets against the fiercest 


" English competition and to read of 


American manufacturers 
taking: the 


lead in Rusisan markets the greatest 
interest at present in American trade 
relations with 
other countries is 


centered in our relations with the Chi- 
nese empire. Events have been crowd- 
ing upon each other to cause this to 
be. It is but a short time since Lord 


' Beresf ord stumped the TTniUrl States in 


favor of his scheme of an United States 
alliance with England and other powers 
to maintain the integrity of China. The 
commercial interests of this country 
gave a. careful hearing to Lord Charles 
in sp^c* of increasing Rusisan com- 
merce and though the policy of Lord 
Charles was opposed to the policy of 
Russia in China and opposed to the 
policy now recognized by England in 
the eastern kingdom. The preponder- 
ance of opinion held by men having 
knowledge of the east is that the United 
States should become more of a lac- 
tor in China. An example is the opinion 
of Bishop Thoburn recently returned 
from Manila, who ifevors the United 
States having a. portion, of the China 
coast opposite the Philippines in the 
event of the dissolution of China, which 
the bishop believes would be a blessing 
to the Chinese. This is the humanitar- 
ian view 0f the majority of Americans 
who have sojourned in the east. The 
views of prominent home political stu- 
dents and of men prominent in com- 
mercial affairs are in line with the 
views of the humanitarians. An ex- 
ample is the utterances of ex-Mayor 
Mathews of Boston in his Fourth of 
July address. Mr. Mathews pointed out 
that recent concessions in China were 
contrary to our treaty relations with 
that country, established -as far back as 
1S44, that in whatever advantages and 
privileges China conceded to any other 
nation the United States should equally 
share. It is applying something like this 
that the present very interestingincident 
connected with American interests in 
China arises. An American company 
has concessions from China lor the 
building of a railroad E-rora Hankow t.j 
Canton. An English compan^ has con- 
, cessions for a railroad from Canton to 
•' the seaboard. The late Calvin S. Brice 


saw that the American company might 
pe,, into difficulty and caused an al- 
lis.i>ce between the English and Amori- 
: can companies so that the A.mercan 
company would get the fci-nfit of Eng- 
land's watchfulness over her subjects 
and their property. Mr. Brice evident- 
ly had more faith in England than in 
his own government in this particular, 
and he was justified. At the present 
time Engineer Thomas of the Ameii- 
can concern asks the American gov- 
ernment to use its influence to protect 
his company as there is danger of ifs 
agreement with the Chinese pcvern- 
inent being violated. This is an un- 
precedented request and ths state de- 
partment has instructed the. American 
ra*n'ster at Pekin to use his good offices 
to secure to American interests their 
just rights and privileges, taking care 
HP* to be partial. Lord Salisbury had 
notirieS the British miniate- that the 
contracts of the two companies wrro to 
be treated as British con-'acr. This is 
s, most important incident. It taist-s, 
th» question, must Am^rean interfsfs 
in China depend for protection on for- 
ei'4>) governments, or will the Ameri- 
can government afford it to them? A 
j.-nilfy of abandonment of American in- 
terests will not be tolerated in those 
days of American industrial sviprc- 
mafy and the opposite policy will lead 
vhis government as far as American 
private enterprise chooses to fro.

He is incapa- 
citated! He is not a friend of civil ser- 
vice, but Senator Chandler and Govern- 
or Busiel, they are the'fathers of civil 
service reform. If they only could have 
the'great governor of my state of Michi- 
gan as a third member, wouldn't they 
make a civil service commission."

gree.

broke from the beaten path and placed 
their craniums beneath tho barber's 
razor, on the theory that if the resis- 
tance to its operations displayed by the 
hair of the face and the back of the 
neck could be coaxed to the top of the 
head an end would be achieved worth/ 
of the closing days of this century of 
stupendous developments.

ample was deemed worthy of emula- 
tion, and the result is that a stranger 
in town who did not observe very close- 
ly would be appalled by. the remarkable 
prevalence of baldness of the most pro- 
nounced type.

Preparinz for War 


Ever since the Jameson raid both 


the Boers and Uitlanders have realized 
that a peaceful solution of the differ- 
ences' between the two is possible, but 
highly improbable. 
The aristocratic 


Uitlanders refused to concede anything 
to the Boer sans cullottes, and asked for 
concessions that implied a virtual aban- 
donment of their country to the Eng- 
lish, whom they have always detested. 
The Boers themselves have not been 
unmindful of the inevitable war with 
their powerful antagonist, and, not un- 
like the tiny ant of the African desert, 
which fortifies its abode against the an- 
ticipated attack of wild beasts, have 
made of their country a veritable arse- 
nal. Probably no inland country in the 
world is half so well prepared for war 
at any time as that little government, 
which can boast of having less than 
thirty thousand voters. 
The military 


preparation has been so enormous that 
Great Britain has been compelled, ac- 
cording to the colonial 
secretary's 


statement the other day, to expend 
$2,500,000 annually in South Africa in 
order to keep pace with the Boers. 
Three years ago,,'When the Transvaal 
government learned that the Uitlanders 
of Johannesburg were planning a rev- 
olution, it 
commenced the military 


preparations which have ever since 
continued with unabating rigor, Ger- 
man experts were employed to formu- 
late plans for the defense of the coun- 
try, and European artillerists were se- 
cured to teach the arts of modern war- 
fare to the men at the head of the. Boer 
army. 
Several Americans of military 


training became the instructors in the 
national military school atPretori-a; and 
even the women and children became 
imbued with the necessity of warlike 
preparation, and learned the use of 
arms. Several million pounds werei an- 
nually spenit in Et\rope in the purchase 
of the armament required by tho plans 
formulated by the experts, and the 
whole country is on a war footing. 
Every important strategic position is 
as impregnable as modern skill and 
arms can make it, and every farm- 
er's cottage is supplied with arms and 
ammunition, so that the volunteer army 
may be mobilized in a day.—Collier's 
Weekly. 


While pastor in St. Ann's churci in 
that city he began the publication of a 
catholic paper called the "Essal de 
Michigan," and it is claimed it was he 
who took the flrst printing press to the 
west. It became his duty as pastor to 
excommunicate a parlshoner who had 
been divorced from his wife, and this, 
together with articles published' in his 
paper, caused him to fin prosecuted for 
defamation of character.

Mfe and Death In tbe Mauierl Bullet. 


The Catholic Priest la Congrcn. 


"Father George D. Heldmann's candi- 


dacy for congress from the Second 
Chicago district recalls the fact that 
only one Catholic priest ever occupied 
a seat in the hall of congress. Rev. 
Gabriel Richard of Michigan. Not only 
was he the only Catholic priest ever 
elected to congress, but he was also the 
only member who ever came direct 
from a prison cell to a seat on the floor 
of congress. Rev. Mr. Richard was not 
elected as a representative, but with 
only the powers of a delegate repre- 
senting the then territory of Michigan. 
This was in 1823, and the ecclesiastic 
served with distinction throughout the 
entire congress, delivering several able 
speeches on important issues. Rev. Mr. 
Richard was a man of great learning, 
a thorough French and English scholar, 
conversant with Spanish, German and 
Italian, and had mastered the language 
or dialect of the several tribes of In- 
dians of Michigan. He was a man of 
medium size, with short features, a 
bulging forehead, slightly bald, wiry 
frame and riuick in speech and action. 
A native of Santes, France, he was edu- 
cated in Anglers, and received orders 
at a Catholic seminary in Paris in 1790. 
Eight years later Rev. Mr. Richard 
came to this country, and for a time 
was a professor of mathematics in St. 
Mary's college, Maryland. 
Afterward 


ho labored as a missionary in Illinois, 
and finally located In Detroit, Mich. 


We have expert American embalm- 


ers here, who tell me they have tried 
every method of embalming and. have 
failed. To the small-calibre bullet of 
the insurgents' Mauser the wounded 
boys owe their lives^ajid a continuance 
of their usually friendly associations 
with good arms and legs. In the bony 
structure of the body the Mauser bores 
a clean little hole, rarely fracturing a 
limb; in the skull it takes a center 
shot to kill. I know of at least a dozen 
men shot through the brain with Maus- 
ers, who are still 'alive and in good 
health. I know of fully a hundred 
cases shot through the chest cavity in 
every portion except the heart that 
have recovered—in fact, they rarely die. 
I know of cases where the main artery 
supply of -a, limb was1 totally destroy- 
ed, yet the integrity of the parts re- 
mained good. I helped, last week, to 
ligate the femoral artery in the left 
thigh of a Nebraska boy, and although 
a brass bullet had gone through the 
leg sideways, severing the large blood- 
vessels and terribly lacerating the flesh, 
the collateral circulation established in- 
sures to him a good leg eventually. 
But through the soft abdominal tissues 
the Mauser is always fatal, excepting 
wounds of the liver. Those wounded in 
the intestines, stomach, and spleen al- 
ways die. Every one operated on for 
resection of wounded intestines died, 
and the operation is now entirely aban- 
doned. 


Wounds of the head excite most won- 


der. At the battle of Mariquina, March 
25th, Private Avery Grimes of my com- 
pany, fell close to my left. A Mauser 
entered behind the right ear, passed 
diagonally forward through the pos- 
terior wall of the throat, with its exit 
near the left corner of his mouth, tak- 
ing along three teeth. He is practically 
well today. A Colorado man on our 
right that day had a Mauser bullet 
traverse the same identical course ex- 
cept that the points of entrance and 
exit were reversed. He returned to his 
company in two weeks in good health. 
Another man was struck behind the 
ear high up, the ball passing down- 
ward and forward and out the middle 
portion of the lower jaw. He lost a 
couple of teeth but is making a nice re- 
covery. A Montana boy was struck an 
inch back of the outer angle of the left 
eye, 
the bullet passing through his 


skull and making its exit in the same 
locality on the other side He had lost 
the sight of one eye, and I fear the 
other will soon follow, although he will 
recover liis usual health. A Nebraska 
man wa's shot directly over the left 
eye, the ball passing down and out 
underneath the edge of the jaw, re- 
entering the shoulder and out near the 
elbow, again entering the wrist and 
out the back of his hand. He is out of 


} commission for a couple of months but 


will have one good eye left to turn on 
the "googoos." 


The number of escapes also border on 


the domain of the miraculous. Comrade 
Mclnnis of my company, who fell at 
Mariquina, in addition to his belt of 
cartridges, carried a small pasteboard 
box of twenty cartridges in the bosom 
fold of his blue shirt. While withdraw- 
a cartridge from his belt'a Remington 
brass bullet passed through the back 
of his hand, through the first of the two 
layers of cartridges in his bosom, and 
doubled up a cartridge in the second 
layer so firmly as to still retain the 
brass missle in the fold. As the car- 
tridge-box was directly over his stom- 
ach his close call can be appreciated. 
Private Glazier of my regiment at the 
same fight was also struck by a Mauser 
in his cartridge-belt four inches internal 
to the point of the left hip. The bullet 
bored a clean little hole through the 
Springfield cartridge, passed through 
his groin, and struck another shell in 
his belt on the other side, 
passing 


through and exploding it. He was con- 
fined to his bed ten days. Private Mar- 
tenson of our regiment at the same 
fight was struck with a Remington 
brass bullet in the left foot. 
While 


waiting for medical aid a Mauser bul- 
let hit the other foot in almost the 
same identical spot. 


Colonel Hawkins of the Pennsylva- 


nia, in the advance on Caloocan, re- 
ceived a bullet in the handle of his re- 
volver, passing through it, exploding 
a cartridge in his belt and glancing off. 
A Kanaka who joined the Californias 
at Honolulu, peeped over the trenches 
at San Pedro Ma'cati, with his head in- 
clined slightly backward. A Mauser 
caught caught him just over the left 
eye, plowed over his skull under the 
scalp for six inches and out again. He 
did not xjuit his post but he had only 
on^ "lamp" to peep with for two weeks. 
A Washington boy on March 2d had 
his scalp furrowed right where he part- 
ed his hair. The hospital corps ban- 
daged his head and ho returned to the 
trench. 
The bandage worked down 


over his eyes in the course of time and 
he sat up to adjust it; it was a fatal 
moment. A Mauser passed through his 
body from right 
to left, 
passing 


through his heart, and he fell ovor 
dead.—Manila correspondent in 
Les-

PLUMBERSJOMBINE 


Master Plumbers Present 
Agreement to Plumbers' 
Union 
in Return 
for 


Recent Concessions. 


AGREEMENT WAS ACCEPTED 


And Union Plumbers Will Work for 


None but Members of Master 


Plumbers' Association. Effect 


of Association on Prices. 


The plumbers' union held an 1'nport- 


aut meeting last evening, the feature of 
it bbing the presentation of ou agree- 
ment from the master plumbers' asso- 
ciation. This agreement is in return, 
the master plumbers say, 
for the 


agreement of the latter to all the re- 
quests of the plumbers for a shorter 
work day and the employment by the 
master plumbers of none but members 
of the local union. 


The agreement is in substance, that 


the plumbers' union agree to have its 
members work for none but members 
of the master plumbers' association, 
and to forbid its members from doing 
small jobs on their own responsibility 
outside of working hours. These re- 
quests were agreed to by the union. 


The practical result of this move on 


the part of the master plumbers is to 
give them a still tighter hold on the 
plumbing business of the city than 
they have had. 
It is not generally 


known that the master plumbers of the 
city have been organized since last 
winter as a branch of the Master 
Plumbers' Gas and Steam Fitters' 
association. 
The 
plumbers them- 


selves say that their purpose is not to 
raise prices, but to protect themselves 
in various ways. The actual state of 
affairs in the city, however, as all 
builders know, is that plumbing prices 
are exceedingly high, higher it seems 
than the high prices of material in the 
wholesale market would warrant. 


That this has affected the building 


business in the city is certain, from 
what builders say, and is also shown in 
the fact that a good deal of the work in 
the city is now being done by outside 
firms. 


The object of the master plumbers in 


presenting this agreement is apparent- 
ly to shut out these outside firms from 
securing any local journeymen, and to 
securp the aid of the plumbers union 
in shutting out as far as possible, 
journeymen from outside who are not 
members of the local union. 


The effect of this move will be watch- 


ed with interest by the property own- 
ers of the city.

DEFAULTING CASHIER. 


Surrendered When Police 


Were After Him, 


DUTY AND .DESTINY, 


United States Must Restore Law and 


Order In the Philippine^ 


New York, July 15.—The 


County bank of Perth Amboy, N. J.. did 
not open for business yesterday, 
its 


president. V. r.. Watson, prave out a 
statement to ti-p effect that a shortag" 
had born ilii>-o\v:eil, and that George M 
Valentine, the c-ashier, 
\vas missing 


lister in the cjay Valentine surrendered 
and is now IK jail. The shortage has 
been estimated as high as $16o,000. 


When it \\asleained that the Middlesex 


County bank had failed to open for busi- 
ness crowds sunounded the Perth Am- 
boy Savings Institution. The officers ot 
the Middlesex County bank and the of- 
ficers of the Perth Amboy Savings Insti- 
tution are identical, the business of both 
banks having been transacted over the 
same counters. Hence to those not fa- 
miliar with banking details the suspen- 
sion at the offices of the one bank seemed 
to presage the downfall of the other in- 
stitution. It became necessary to call 
upon the police to maintain order. U. B. 
"Watson, the president of both banks, 
stated that the funds of the Perth Amboy 
Savings Institution were not touched; 
that the $300,000 deposited to the account 
of the savings institution was absolutely 
safe, and that, no matter how badly the 
Middlesex 
County Irank had 
been 


wrecked, the Savings bank would be able 
to meet al! demands made upon it by the 
depositors. These worcjs of assurance 
had the effect of checking the run on the 
bank, though all day long crowds in the 
vicinity of the bank watched proceeding's 
with the greatest interest. 


Monday last Cashier Valentine evi- 


dently concluded that he could no longer 
conceal the shortage at the Middlesex 
County bank. Monday morning he tele- 
phoned President Watson that he was 
detained, bxit he explained that he Tvou]d 
return at noon. The bank had then 
opened for business a^G Mr. Watson, 
who was taking the absent cashier's 
place, discovered that there should have 
been some $7900 in bi?ls on hand to com- 
mence operations that morning. 
He 


could not find this money in the vault. 
This was the money carried over from 
Saturday to commence business with on 
Monday morning. 


Mr. Watson had been searching for it 


when Valentine called up. He asked 
Valentine where this money was and was 
told it had been placed in the cashier's 
private drawer. Mr. Watson remarked 
that that was no place for it, but rang off 
on the telephone and went to get it. 
A 


duplicate key to the drawer indicated 
was obtained and the drawer opened, but 
no money could be found. Robert N. 
Valentine, the cashier's father, was sum- 
moned, and he aided in the search for the 
missing money. It could not be found, 
and finally the work of checking was be* 
gun. 


Then it soon became evident that dur- 


ing the last few months the accounts of 
the bank had been juggled. The other 
trustees were summoned and the bank- 
ing- department was notified to send an 
examiner. Deputy 
Commissioner of 


Banking Johnson appeared in response. 


On Wednesday Mrs. Valentine, wife of 


the cashier, returned from Ocean Grove 
and called at the bank and wanted to 
know where her husband was. This was 
the first intimation she had that he was 
not on duty, and showed the officials that 
Valentine was net at the seashore, as at 
first appeared. 


On Monday the Park National bank of 


New York charged the Middlesex bank 
with checks, said to amount to over $4000, 
which arc said to have been drawn on it 
ag-airst the account of the Middlesex 
County bank by Valentine. 


A detailed investigation of matters 


showed that the cashier's plan of opera- 
tion was extremely simple. It was dis- 
covered the cashier's checks and stubs 
did not correspond; that the checks called 
for more money than the stub recorded, 
and that, while taking the stub as the 
basis of accounting the bank's finances 
would figure out all right, the checks 
would show that the bank had been draw- 
Ing heavily on its New York correspon- 
dent, the Park National bank. 
The 


cashier, in fact, carried the accounts on 
the stubs and from them to the hooks 
correctly, but when the returns from the 
cashier's checks came he pocketed the 
difference between the stub and the 
check. Four or five months of this 
method of financiering depleted the 
oank's reserve moneys and brought it to 
the verge of ruin. Then the cashier evi- 
dently secured a portion of the ready 
cash on hand and left Pe> th Amboy. 


Thursday night the determination to 


close the bank was reached, and Mr. 
Watson notified Chief of Police Burke 
and asked him to locate the missing 
cashier. Valentine, who had been in 
New York city, returned to Perth Amboy 
from Woodbridge, accompanied by his 
counsel, Edward Savage. He declined 
to go into details about the shortage of 
the bank except to say that he was very 
sorry that he had got his friends into 
trouble, and that he felt very bad about 
his wife and children. 


President Watson is of the opinion that 


the cashier's defalcation will amount to 
at least $125,000. Where the money went 
to is not known, as the cashier is said to 
have been moderate in his tastes and 
habits of life. He was something of a 
dog fancier, and some of his prize ani- 
mals have taken premiums at exhibitions 
in New York city, but even in this par- 
ticular his expenditures are not believed 
to have been extravagant.

cashier of the Indian Head bank, who 
has been in Buenos Ayres, was seen in 
Boston Wednesday. A local paper, in 
commenting on the report, intimates that 
McKean's return to this country, from 
which he fled to escape arrest some three 
years ago, would not be surprising for 
the reason that no special effort would 
be made to prosecute him.

Allen and Captain Dyer of the Baltimore 
attended, together with General Draper, 
minister to Italy: ex-Governor Boutwell 
and Congressmen Knox, Greene, Wey- 
niouth and Roberts. 


The after-dinner exercises 
were a 


memorable feature of the day. The key- 
note of the speeches was "stand by the 
president," and there was much about 
"duty" and "destiny," especially in the 
speeches of Secretary Allen and Con- 
gressman Knox. 


Robert O. Fuller of Cambridge pre- 


sided. In his opening remarks he re- 
ferred to'the prosperous condition of the 
country during the last two years and to 
the effect of the war with Spain. 


Touching on the Philippine question 


and looking at ex-Governor Boutwell, 
who sat at his left, the speaker said that 
when the governor was a young man and 
went shooting partridges he usually 
hung onto those he secured. He thought 
that was the way the United States ought 
to do with the Philippines. It was the 
history of nations that when a new pos- 
session is taken it is held by the power 
that secures it. 


Assistant Secretary Allen was then in- 


troduced, and spoke as follows: 
"Every 


patriotic citizen rejoices to feel that his 
country has taken such a prominent part 
in the affairs of the world as she has 
In the past 12 months. In the settlement 
of the Philippine question the people 
must have confidence in those who have 
been intrusted with the settlement of 
such an important matter." 
He said 


that there had been too much haste. 


"We want loyalty, moderation in dig- 


cussing these great and 
momentous 


questions," Mr. Allen went on. He said 
that it pained him to read such out- 
bursts of sentiment accredited to the 
anti-imperalits 
Mr. Allen declared 


that the administration's policy in the 
east was open and above board, that it 
had no idea of empire, and that at the 
proper time the settlement of the future 
of the Philippines would be left to con- 
gress for decision, but until then the 
president intended to direct and control 
the islands, restoring order and insuring 
safety of life if it took all the resources 
of this great government. 


When Dewey went in and smashed 


the Spanish ships it brought upon this 
government great responsibilities. Our 
flag has since been respected in the 
east. 


Mr. Allen expressed the belief that the 


•whole Philippine question would have 
been settled without the shedding of 
blood if the senate had promptly rati- 
fied the treaty of Paris. 
He said that 


Washington was the headquarters of a 
cabal, which sympathized 
with 
the 


rebel Aguinaldo, and that the anti-impe- 
rialists gave aid and comfort to the 
enemies of their country. 


General Draper, who followed Colonel 


Allen, was heartily received, and con- 
fined himself to pointing out the short- 
comings of the diplomatic service. 


Congressman Knox was introduced as 


the next speaker. In the course of his 
remarks he said: "Our duty is plain. 
We cannot fail to discharge it without 
incurring the contempt of the other na- 
tions of the earth. But in the character 
of the governments that we establish in 
th£ Philippines the duty ip just as solemn 
and is just as binding, that we be guided 
by the principles of the Declaration of 
Independence, the spirit of our constitu- 
tion, the genius of our institutions, that 
we throw aroun-d the huniblest individ- 
ual in Porto Rico, In Cuba and the Philip- 
pine islands every safeguard of consti- 
tutional liberty. 


"It may be said, and some will say, and 


eome do say, that such governments are 
not possible without the consent of the 
governed. The truth is that such gov- 
ernments can only e.xist as created and 
protected by the United States. Some 
may say that to create such govern- 
ments ourselves is imperialism. It can 
only be because the marcfl of progress is 
imperial and be-HR-use the 
purposes o£ 


providence are almighty and irresistible. 


"At the very threshold of this great 


work lies tl?e burden of restoring law 
and order in the Philippine islands. That 
burden is upo~n the president. It is a 
burden that he has no choice but to dis- 
charge. It has been placed upon him 
and he stands to discharge it—our presi- 
dent, a Republican president, standing 
in the midst of mighty happenings an-d 
leading the people in their forward march 
in the fulfilment of a sublime destiny, 
and I believe if there is one sentiment 
that would be indorsed here today unan- 
imously and emphatically, it is unswerv- 
ing loyalty to the president. He has no 
choice of conduct. The treaty of Paris 
gave to the United States sovereignty in 
the Philippine islands. The defense and 
the upholding of that sovereignty rests 
upon the president by the virtue of his 
office. He has no choice. No question 
of the future disposition e' the islands is" 
or can be involved."

One of the interested spectators of 


the opening battle between the Filipino 
insurgents and the United States army, 
and navy In Manila 011 Saturday, freb. 
4, was Captain William Lockhart of 
the bark J. E. Graham, which recently 
arrived at Boston from Manila bay 
with a cargo of 9,000 bales of hemp. 
The captain! Is loaded dowu with rem- 
iniscences and souvenirs of his trip to 
the island of Luzon. 
A reporter for 


the Boston Herald called to see him the 
other day on board hla ship and spent 
several hours with the skipper. 


The J. B. Graham made the voyage 


from Manila to Boston In Just 125 days, 
which is looked upon by seafaring men 
as exceptionally good. The vessel ar- 
rived in Manila Jan. 1 of this year with 
a load of coal consigned to Smith, Bell 
& Co. of Manila and remained there 
two months. During that time Captain 
Lockhart made the most of his time in 
studying the Philippine question and 
watching the American campaigns. 


Taking an elaborate plan of the city 


of Manila, the captain showed in de- 
tail the operations of the American 
troops and the progress of General 
Otis' campaign. 
"There is not the 


least particle of doubt In my mind," 
said the captain, "that the Insurgents 
fired first. During the peace negotia- 
tions the insurgent sentinels and the 
American sentinels were within speak- I 
ing distance of each other, a few miles ! 
out of the old city of Manila. I have it 
from the best authority that a Filipino 
insurgent fired on an American sen- 
tinel. There was nothing left for the 
Americans to do but to subdue the 
lawless Filipinos. 


"General Otis immediately advanced 


his lines in a circle around the city 
and kept advancing them until the 
men thinned out to such an extent that 
farther advances would weaken him. 
On the north, near the coast, the First 
Tennessee battalion was located, and

This peculiar craft is carved 
bodily from some native tree and is 
the typical Filipino fishing boat The 
fisherman tried to escape from a burn- 
ing village, when one of the American 
soldiers picked him off. The boat con- 
tained nets, fish lines, articles of cloth- 
ing, a dog, water^and rice jugs, and 
the most'jfrecious article of a Filipino 
household, 'a^Wooden god. Th'e',latter 
seems to" have hadJ some pretty'hard 
knocks.;. One of its arms is broken off, 
and its'body, is severely burned, the 
Filipino evidently snatching it from 
the flames.. The eyes, of the god are 
humanlike. « To it the Filipino prayed

The burglary in L. L. Brown's house- 


in New York city, which was reported 
in yesterday's Transcript through the 
Associated Press, was even more sen- 
sational than at first appeared. 
Thi 


New York papers today devote much 
space to it, especially to the experi- 
ence of Iierman Kipper, who is \\vll 
known in .Adams. The New York Sun 
today says of it: 


Two burglars gave young Herman 


Brunswick Kipper a very bad half hour 
early yesterday mprning in the house 
9 West Fiftieth street, which he was 
supposed to be looking after in the ab- 
sence of hia grandfather, L. L. Brown, 
president of the Windsor Paper com- 
pany at North Adams, Mass., who owns 
the house His range of vision in look- 
ing after tha house on this occasion was 
limited by the muzzles of two revolvers 
very close to his eyes, but he did his 
best after the revolvers and their own- 
ers departed, and suceeeded in giving 
an alarm that resulted in the speedy 
capture of-one of the burglars. 
His 


arrest led later to the seizure of his pal. 


Kipper, who is 17 years old, is a well- 


built, athletic-looking 
young 
fellow, 


who would hardly be challenged on the 
score of age if he tried to vote. He 
sleeps in the second floor front room. 
About 3.30 o'clock he was awakened by 
a noise on the stairs and sat up in bed 
to listen better. Confused as he was 
by the sudden rousing from a sound 
sleep, he had no chance ta defend him- 
self when two men, ona apparently 
whito and one a negro, entered the 
room. 


"There he is—nail him," one of the 


men saiJ, and the next moment they 
had thrown him on his back and were 
holding revolvers at his he-ad, but not 
before he had called for help. 


"Doi that again and I'll put a bullet 


through you," said the first burglar, 
who had a mask over part of his face. 


Seeing that there w'as no use in 


attempting resistance, the young man 
lay quiet. The negro stood guard over 
him while he other burglar ransacked 
the 
room, 
going 
through 
Kipper's 


clothes. 


"Get anything?" asked the neg. j. 
"Got a yellow ticker and rope and a 


small wad," was the reply. "Is that all 
the stuff you got, young feller?" he 
added, turning to Kipper. 


"Oh, you come here an' watch him 


while I look," interrupted the negro. 
"I'll get it if there's anything there." 


But ther wa* nnthipg- "f value in that 


room except the $6 in cash and

had taken from the clothes. The negro 
went into the rear room, occupied by 
Mr. and Mrs. Brown when they( are at 
home, and went through the drawers 
there.

against Kipper's h°ad. "You lie still 
for half ar ho.i-." he said, "or well 
shoot you full o£ holes."

As soon as he heard Iheir dr- 
partins footsteps, Kipper count°.1 fifty 
to give them time to get out of the 
house; then, setting his shoulder to 
the door and his feet to the wall, quick- 
ly burst the lock. In three steps he 
was at the open window and put his 
head out. 
"Thieves! Police!" he shouted. "There 
they are!" 


The account then relates the chase of 


an officer who heard the lad'ts cries, re- 
sulting in the arrest of the negro. Late 
last evening the police arrested another 
man named Williams, who had in his 
possession other articles identified as 
from the Brown residence. 
A detec- 


tive said last night that he had ar- 
rested Bent about four weeks ago as a 
suspicious person after having watched 
him from 2 to 3 o'clock one morning 
standing in front-of Miss Helen Gould,'s 
house in Forty-seventh street, 
near

avenue. 
Bent was discharged 


the following day in the Yorkville court 
bpcause there was no evidence that he 
had committed any crime.

His coolness and oravery were 
much applauded by t!io police, an3 
after the chase for the esiapinsr men 
btgan in the morning he ran about half 
" mile in his bare feet in.pursuit of the 
ccuple.
